INinois policemen, meeting in convengion in Au- 


“rora, adopted a resolution recording themselves. in 


opposition to strikes by policemen. They expressed 
‘their willingness to rely upon the sense of public 
justice and on the authorities. 

The police ‘hardly needed to say it. Boston is 
the only city in which police acts have not been 
sufficient, but the public which trusts the police has 
not proved reliab‘e to the police which trust it. 

Essential public servants get the least considera- 
tion. That holds good for policemen, firemen, 
postal clerks, etc. Aldermen and congressmen, who 
have nothing personally or politically to gain by 
treating essential servants without consideration, 
do consistently treat them ‘without consideration. 

Property, and lives, and business depend upon 
the work of these men. If their services were dis- 
‘organized or suspended the processes of communi- 
ties would be disorganized. Security would be re- 
placed by danger. If the Police and firemen should 
pauit work there would be no safety for property or 
person.

‘HOW TO DO UP:THE PLY. 
French scientists, we read, have discovered that 
the fly, at whose feet is placed the blame fox many 
of the evils to which human flesh is heir, possesses. 
what might be termed an anti-esthetic tempera- 
ment. The fly flees, they say, from the color of 


blue. It likewise resents the perfume of flowers, as 


it does any odor which indicates purity, cleanliness, 
and disinfection, such as hot soapsuds or wash- 


| ing powders. 


The purpose of experiments which brought forth 
these discoveries, we assume, was to make life un- 
pleasant for the fly, that it might become more 
pleasant for: humanity. This appears to be a 
worthy work. Even the organization which re- 
cently protested against the use of gas to combat 
the greedy grasshopper could hardly object to dis- 
couraging the fly’s activities by such gentle means. 

If a robin’s egg blue barn, a sapphire salted 
can flanked by beds of peonies and carnations,

The people elected him mayor and he 
took up the work of saving the babies 
where it was when his father died. 

A massmeeting of the peasants was 


brought down to date was adopted by 
them. Every womf&n was to report her 
pregnancy to the mayor just as soon as 
the condition was recognized. A phye 
sician was employed to come to the vil- 
lage one day a week and while there to 
see the pregnant women and the mothers 
of young babies. The women agreed to 
breast-feed their babies. The village 
was to maintain a herd of milk cows to 
assure the older children as much — 
as they needed.

|} John Frey, chairman of the- resolu- 


tions .committee, said it had aseer- 
tained on the “ highest authority ” that 
the soviet government is an “auto- 
cratic, militaristic government that 
does not believe in democracy,” and is 
ruling by the “iron hand of the dicta- 
torship.” Extracts from Lenin's 
speeches which he read, showed; Mr. 
Frey declared, that Lenin believed in 
making “trades unions subservient to 
the soviet government and labor com- 
pulsory.” Opposition to the report, he 
said, “ might indicate that the bolshe- 
'viki had infested the ranks of organ- 
ized labor in America with its propa- 
ganda.” 

James Duncan of Washington, D. C., 
first vice president of the federation, 
also spoke in defense of the committee 
report.

| “WATERING GARDENS: || 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. | 
- Hot winds are drawing water from 


the garden soil at a rapid rate, and un- 
less watered thoroughly vegetable 
plants will suffer. A good soaking does 
more good than a dozen - sprinklings 
with a watering~can or hose. Light 


watering does little good. It may even 
do harm, for to moisten the surface 
around the plants stimulates root 
growth in the top layer of soil, and 
inany believe the crop suffers more 
than if not watered at all. 


Water.is’ taken into~ the plants 


through the roots. The water must 
soak down deep endugh to be taken up 
by the roots, or the plants will suffer. 
One of the quickest and most effective 
ways of getting the water to the roots 
is to mark off furrows along the plant 
rows, or dig holes in case of single 
plants. Fill the furrow or holes with 
water. If the soil is extremely dry or 
sandy it will be necessany to refill. Al- 
low the water to soak into the ground, 
then fill the furrow and holes with dry 
dirt to prevent evaporation. 


In this way the water reaches the 


roots in_a comparatively short time 
and is held in considerable quantity. 


Plants will fail even in the richest 


soil if not watered regularly and thor- 
oughly. After watering keep a dry 
mulch on the surface to prevent evap- 
oration. Some find that a layer of, 
grass clippings, old leaves, and similar 
material spread over the ground im- 
mediately around the plants is even 
more effective than the dry mulch, and 
it reduces the amount of hosing needed 
in hot weather.

They will dis-- 
cuss the necessity of a reopening of the 
wheat market to fut trading on the 
grain exchanges at the leading markets. 

It is also proposed ‘to arrange for a 
hearing with the interstate commerce 
commission, the object being to have a 
preferential order passed allocating cars 
for moving grains after harvest.
